A great English scientist, A.E. Baines, said? "There: are at 
least three things which militate against a continuance.of vigorous 
life - for prolonged periods. One is physical deterioration, as. evi- 
, denced by, among other things, arterio-sclerosis; another is gradual 
failure óf generation of nerve force, and a third a falling off in 
the production of certain glands which vitalize body and brain. 


We have then, to deal with deficiencies, deficient nerve force 
and, it may be, deficient insulation, the latter with special regard 
. to the effective functioning of certain glands, which may receive a 
normal supply of energy but by reason of defective insulation fail to 
retain or fully utilize.it. Nor is that all. The impulses which stim- 
ulate and activate our glands pass from the brain through the secretory 
and if they are not ret ained or utilized fresh demands are made upon 
the brain to replace the wastage. 


"First of all, we require a means of generating nerve force in 
order to be able to supply it. For years we have heard of a new force 
called Odic and Psychic by Sergeant Cox and Sir William Crooks, respec- 
tively. It has been associated in the minds of most people with the 
occult, probably because no one has yet been able to demonstrate sat- 
isfactorily its nature, its value to humanity, or even to evolve it.

The discussion of Vitic, pp. 267-273, consists almost entirely of quo- 
tations from A.E, Baines! "Origin and Problem of Life", The pace by 
Baines is casual and semi~popular. .. . 
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the priesthood, and in no way negatived the supppsition that the cyl- 
inders or short rods had some purpose or function of an SMDPEVARE natur 
of which they were symbolical in the statuary. 


The most prominent statue, a painted limestone portrait, dates 
from about 3700 B,C., and is of a royal personage named An-Kheft-Ka,. 
who is shown holding a rod in.each hand, much in the manner that a run- 
ner holds corks, In my belief, as I have said, these rods were symbol- 
ical; but of what? Surely not of power; for that on the part of priest 
ly communities would have been to court disaster at the hands of a jeal 
ous and incensed Pharaoh. What was the keynote of ancient Egyptian 
Character? Sensuality, perhaps; virility in greater probability; for 
sensuality would not so freely advertise itself. That was the conclu- 
sion to which I finally came. Diligent inquiry of the authorities at 
the Museum elicited the astonishing fact that nothing was known of the 
purpose or meaning of the rods. They had no information whatever, . 


"Years of experiment followed in the effort to discover something

"Ln an article in *The Practitioner?, in June 191, Dr. J. Horne 
Wilson wrote of this discovery of mine: 1In this connection (nerve 
deafnesg), I may mention that a rod of carbon, which has its molecular 
condition altered in a similar way to that of iron when it is converted 
into a magnet, has, a most remarkable effect on the body deflections. 

(0n the galvanometer) If held in the right hand it produces an off- 
scale positive deflection, and an off-scale def$ative if held in the. ` 
left hand, If held in contact with the right side of the body for five . 
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or ten minutes, it makes the hand-to-hand deflections strongly posi- 
„tive, and has exaatly the opposite effect if held on the left side of 
, the body. What this force is I do not at present pretend to say, but 
it has a marked influence. on the electrical conditions of the body, 
though no direct influence upon the terminals of the galvanometer., It 
evidently charges the body with a force akin to nerve energy, as it is 
retained for a much longer period than electricity is.' i 


"In another article, in 'The. Medical Times! of July 15) 1914; the 
same author wrote: 'This form of energy will raise the nerve currents 
to normal, The. rod held in the right hand acts as a stimulant with- 
out any depressing after-effect, and in the left hand as a sedative, 
under its stimulating influencé the nervous system is generally bene-, 
fited; mental fatigue rapidly disappears, and morbid conditions such as 
neurasthenia, insomnia, and feeble action. of the heart readily yield 
to it. 


“The second cylinder shown in the left hand of An-Kheft-Ka was 
.probably wf minor importance and was not of the nature of carbon, as 
that would have neutralized the charge, It vas, I have little doubt, 
fashinoned from a piece of magnetic iron ore, Magnetism applied to 
.the left side of the body stimulates the heart action, but only so 
long as the body remains within the magnetic field, The properties of 
magnetic iron ore -- and perhaps these properties -- were known to the 
Chinese in olden tímes, and also to the earlier Greeks who, as likely 
as quer, gained their knowledge from the Rey ptisauss 


"'*Tf two rods are held, the carbon in the right hand and the. per- 
manent magnet in the left, the effect is accentuated; but while the 
charge imparted by the carbon endures for some twelve hours, that ex-. 
erted by the magnet ceases to be operative upon relinquishment,'!" 


. This account by A.E, Baines obviously leaves much to be desired, 
We would like to have some inkling of what his "years of experiment" 
consisted in, by what "accident" it was found in carbon, just how he 
knows that arc-carbon gives out "a certain amount of force not to be 
distinguished from nerve force", just what the special preliminary 
treatment of carbon should be, and what is meant by a "special harden- 
ing process", How does he know that this "force!" is then greatly aug- 
mented and that it is "stored" by the unipolar ganglion cells. Dr, 
White Robertson apparently accepts these statements as factual, but 
gives no further information concerning them; he does, however, make 
the following statements apparently from his own personal investigation: 
(1) That "gratifying" physical changes have been noted, apparently as 
a result of holding the carbons (and magnet); (2) that he has demonstra- 
. ted this. force to other physicists and physiologists; (3) that it is 
not magnetic or electrical. He has no theory as to its true nature, 
though it is "stored ub! in some way by the nervous system, Details 
given by Dr. J. Horne Wilson in his two articles seem to be derived 
from his own practice and experimental work. We have checked the quo- 
tations from ÀA,E. Baines and Dr, White Robertson, but the issues of 
"The Practitioner" and "The Medical Times" have been unobtainable, 


.So far, the objective evidence seems to be gained from the galvan- 
ometer only. Many reports have come to the ROUND ROBIN editor, of ben- 
eficial effects similar to those described by Dr. J. Horne Wilson, said 
to have. been experienced by persons using the rods, Obviously, sugges- 

tion may well play a powerful part in these results, and though in some 
cases careful attempts have been made to eliminate this, common prudence 
suggests that definite conclusions cannot yet be drawn, A better star- 
ting point, apparentiy, is to verify all over again the fact that normal 
and subnormal galvanometric deflections are actually increased in a 
notable degree by holding the rods (carbon alone, and carbon plus the 
permanent magnet), We should determine whether this comes from some 
unique property of the carbon, or whether similar results foliow from 
holding rods of other metals, with and without the magnet. And a basic 
fact to be verified and reckcned with is the alleged storing of this. 
"energy" in the body for some eight hours afterward. 


Most of the foregoing material was printed tn ROUND ROBIN in March 
1945, The ROUND ROBIN editor also wrote it up in the Fortean Magazine, 
where its publication caused considerable comment. Among those interes- 
ted was Mr, E,C. Krieger, an ordnance engineer f Indiana, who sent us 
his notes on the subject. He pointed out that his comments were inten- 
ded to be suggestive only, They appeared in ROUND ROBIN for April 1945: 


SUGGESTED LINES OF INVESTIGATION 


"The following is not intended as a theory in VITIC," writes Mr, 
Krieger. ‘Rather it is presented in the hope that it may suggest lines 
of investigation for those who have the urge and facilities, in hope 
that a phrase or sentence may click in some one's mind and have a sig- 
nificant association with some other piece of seemingly irrelevant data 


"Maeking the original literature, the identities of materials that 
were examined and discarded are not known, nor are the types of instru- 
ments used and the comparative results known, The latter is important 
because force or energy yields different effects with different mater- 
ials or different instruments. A piece of wood does not noticeably 
respond to a magnetic field. The effect of the carbon force is measure: 
second-handedly by the physiological responses of the human body as in- 
dicated by an electrical galvanometer. There may be other reactions re- 
leased by other materials, or other mechanisms which may yield greater 
relative responses. ; 


"Carbon has two crystalline forms, that of graphite and that of 
diamond. In the form used it is amorphous. it is also diammgnetic -- 
it moves away from a magnetic pole or field. Other diamagnetics are 
known: copper, lead, silver, mercury, gold, antimony, and most strongly 
bismuth, The list is not complete; for instance, blood is diamagnetic, 
With the exception of mercury, these elements are crystalline. A sig- 
nificant experiment would be, to check galvanometric readings before 
and after placing the right hand in a dish of mercury. There is the 
thought that crystalline boundaries usually inhibit the transfer of en- 
ergy. Comparative checks of all these diamagnetics should be make, 
their amorphous forms as well. 
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DIFFERENT KINDS OF ELECTRICITY? 


.*Paramagnetic materials move —Ó a magnetic pole’ or field: iron, 
aluminum, cobalt, nickel, and others, . The last three are much less ` 
paramagnetic than iron; yet, by alloying ,.these three form a perman- 
ent magnet capable of sustaining 4,000. times its own weight, far super- 
ior t o iron. By analogy, the example may be extended to diamagnetics, 


"Consider this: a common force, electricity, has two entirely 
different effects, the nature of which depends upon the material used 
for its detedtion, But there are other forms of electricity each of 
which is likely to have spearate responses for varying materials. A 
great deal of descriptive data has been accumulated about the inter- 
relation of electricity and paramagnetic materials: motors, relays, 
induction and motive mechanism of all sorts. Supposing paramagnetics 
had not been known, only diagmagnetics, Other comments are that dia- 
Magnetic copper, silver, and gold are increasingky so in the order | 
named -- and are increasingly better electrical conductors in the same 
order. The resistance or topaqueness’ of metals to electrical energy 
has an effect, heat. The relatively most diagmagnetic, antimony and = 
bismuth, used together with a common force, heat, haye an effect, 
electricity! Antimony and bismuth form a very good thermocouple. 


"A comparative study of the periodic table shows that though carbr 
and lead are in Croup IV, intermediate elements silicon and tin are 
| practically neutral, while titanium is paramagnetic. It would seem 
that elements have maznetic properties related horizontally and not 
vertically. 4 statement not as yet checked is that all the Group V 
elements, with five elctrons in the outer ring, are diamagnetic, The 
thought is, tbat when a number of magnetic poles are influenced by a 
stronger common pole, they set up in concentric circles with a varying 
number in the center. There can be no more than five poles in an un- 
completed outer ring, for the excess move to the center until suffici- 
ent poles are accumulated to form a complete ring with the five alread: 
in the outer ring. Magnetic. poles free to move constitute a magnetic, 
as Blectrié poles -- electrons -- when moving constitute an electric 
current. Properties of a magnetic current have been described in all 
electrical books, but only in relation to electronic phenomena,  Pro- 
perties not readily deducible from the action of electric motors and 
solenoids are another story.. The energies of the human body register 
weakly on instruments designed around the use of an electric current.

“fo end: All forces and energies are essentially but different 
forms of one energy or force, Further, that these different forms 
do not have objective reality but come into being -- have an effect --

Further, Mr, Krieger, after ‘stating that in his opinion Vitic is 
a magnetic phenomenon, in some way or degree, gives us an important 
item which he does not absolutely vouch for but as "reported", quote: 


"A refugee, Felix Ehrenhaft, has purportedly demonstrated the 
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actuality of what has ever been a merely mathematical tool -- the mag- 
netic current as the partner of the electric current. He used a per- 
manent magnet, made it work by simpiy putting the poles through a U- 
tube with suhphuric acid and water. Naturally, hydrogen is evolved, 
but more hydrogen appears in one lez than is due to chemical actíon, 
and oxygen was found mixed with the hydrogen in the other leg. And 
the strength of the magnet was found to have decreased -- something 
thought impossible. . . " EE 


Hard gray carbon rods can be obtained from the National Carbon 
Co., Clark EBldg., Pittsburgh, Penne, Such rods may easily be cut with 
a hack saw into lengths easy for holding. Its purity (freedom from 
metals) is not known at this time, and there is some reason to believe 
that purity rather than hardness is the factor of chief importance. 
Large electrical firms can often supply a type of carbon stick said 
to be free from copper and other metals, or nearly so. Whether this 
is supbrior to the hard gray carbon has not yet been determined, In 
testing by clairvoyant vision, the diameter of the rod seems to have 
an effect on the size and shpe of the emanation, and the 1" día, gray 
Seems to give the most easily observable efféct. The clairvoyance 
required for such observations is very slight. Most persons can per- 
ceive the emanation from the finger tips, against a dark backround, 
and anyone who sees this clearly can usually see the carbon emanations 
also after a few trials and if light conditions are right. i 


Investigation along three lines is desirable: (1) A study by ex- 
tended vision of ALL the varying effects, when the carbon only is held, 
when it is held in conjunction with the magnet, and when it is held 
not at all; when it is approached by the magnet without contact with 
the hands, etc. (2) A study of all effects registered by the galvan- 
ometer, under varying conditions, (3) A Clinical study of physical and 
mental effects, carefully conducted and free from effects of suggestion 
This last, of course, is the eminently practical objective, since we 
have here a therapeutic agent of real potency and value. Experiments 
under this head (3) should be conducted cautiously, since some persons 
are over--excited nervously in holding the rods.

Dr. J, Horne Wilson, quoted by Baines (in Brown's "Dynamic Power 
of the Inner Mind") asserts that "magnetism applied to the left side 
of the body stimulates the heart action but only so long as the body 
remains within the magnetic field", Is this an accepted medical fact? 
If so; is the.effect produced via the aura and/or the etheric body? 
Recall that Kilner's experiments showed that the aura was distorted by 
by the proximity of an electro-magnet.

"(Baron Reichenbach) observed that persons in'a peculiar nervous 
condition saw luminous emanations from magnets and crystals in the dark- 
ness, This was confirmed by experiments with persons in perfect health. 

. Prof, D, Enlicher of Viennà saw on the poles of an electromagnet flames 
40 iuches high, unsteady, exhibiting a rich play of colors, and ending 
in a luminous smoke, which rose to the: ceiling and illuminated it, The 
, experiments were controlled by Dr, William Gregory, Professor of Chem- 
istry in the University of Edinburgh, and Br. Ashburner in England, 
According to the sources from which the energy proceeded Reichenbach 
employed the nomenclature: Crystalled, electrod, photod, thermod, etc. 
He claimed that this peculiar force also exists in the rays of the sun ` 
and moon, in animal and human bodies, that it can be conducted to dis- 
tances not yet ascertained by all solid and liquid bodies, that bodies 
may be charged with OD, or OD may be transferred from one body to ano-

but mere proximity without contact is sufficient to produce the charge,

Fodor's long article on emanations (p. 125) should also be read 
carefully as part of the general background. It should not be neces- 
sary, however, to argue the case for the existence of emanations (ra- 
diations, radiant energy) from all known substances, including of 
course the human body, for the clairvoyant perception of them, on oc- 
casion, or their frequently observable effects, on the growth of plants 
and seeds, on delicate instruments employed in medical electronics, on 
photographic plates, on seance room phenomena, and even on specially 
devised apparatus such as the Nodon elecrometer for vegetable matter. 
(Fodor, p. 127). i 


It could thus be assumed a priori that there is an emanation from 
the carbon, but I have found no reference to the arcing of this emana- 
tion toward a magnet, or of a magnetic field toward carbon, or between 
carbon and any other substance. If the emanations of ALL dimagnetic 
substances are themselves paramagnetic, does the same reversal hold 
for paramagnetic substances, so that their emanations are dimagnetic? 
We have here scme slight hints of the enormous advantages which might 
accrue to medical science, and to the science of physics, if trained 
clairvoyance were consistently employed as a means of investigation, 


Human beings possess in latency powers of vision which exceed that of 


the electron-microscope and the greatest telescopes yet constructed, 
and the day will perhaps come when even the physicists will recognize 
the importance of instruments "invented" by Nature and not by them- 
selves. 


According to Dr. Cosman’s observations, the natural emanation of 
the carbon is increased in size and brightness when the magnet is held 
in the other hand; it is thus a pparent that some kind of influence 
or magnetic current uses the body as a conductor, Whether this is a 
one-way directional current -- and if so, from which direction -- is 
not known. Experiments with the galvanometer, such as are described 
in the earlier pages of this memorandum, indicate that some kind of en- 
ergy is stored in the body; i.e., there is an increased difference of 
potential and increased deflection of the galvanometer pointer,  Pre- 
sumably this "stored" energy (which persists for 7 to 10 hours) is the 
same in nature as that which produces the normal deflection when neithe: 
carbon nor magnet is used. 


The field covered by the old phrase Odic Force, and by radiant 
energy and radiesthesia, is so vast, so subtle and complicated, that 
it will be easy for those of us interested in the therapeutic use of 
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the carbon-magnet combination to become sidetracked and hopelessly 
ánvolved in other, though related, problems. The first problem, no 
doubt, is simply to prove (all over again?) the existence of thé phen- 
omenon; and this will have to be done by instrumental means, since. 
clairvoyant investigation is hardly a procedure which scientists regard 
with respect, Its physical or psycho-physical effects will also have 
to be demonstrated by controlled experiments and clinical experience, 
just as in the case of any other "new" treatment or medication, All | 
forms of suggestion will have to be avoided -- although suggestion will 
be as valuable here as in any other form of healing, when or if the 
experimental stage of the carbon-magnet treatment is passed. 


ADDENDUM BY MEADE LAYNE TO FIRST "VITIO!" BROCHURE 


Since the first compilation of the foregoing notes, a great deal 
of relevant material has come to hand, which deserves far more extended 
and competent study than the present writer can give it. But it can 
be said without hesitation that the data as a whole bear out the hypo- 
these of Baines, White Robertson and others, and of several persona 
quoted in the VITIC brochure; that simultaneous contact with carbon and 
a permanent magnet produces something resembling a flow of energy with- 
in the body -- perhaps a magnetic current which may well be a phenomen- 
on of the aura or magnetic field.of the body, and that this has distinct 
physiological effects which with right handling may be of great curative 
Falue. 


In this connection attention is directed to the bibliography ap« 
pearing in the Electronic Medical Digest, Vol. 35, No, 2 (2nd Quarter, 
1951) pp.14ff, under the title "Does Alternating Low Frequency Magnetic 
Energy Affect Living Tissue?" This bibliography, writes the editor, 
covers some of the scientific experiments conducted in an effort to 
find the true answer to this question, A two-year experiment carried 
out at the American Institute of Padiation at Belmont, California, es- 
tablishes the answer to be yes. This bibliography lists 27 writers 
with references to numerous technical maga£ines containing articles. 
These articles are by no means confined to the effect of alternating 
low frequency fields, but in numerous instances are concerned with the 
therapeutic effects of permanent magnets, on tissues, cellular growth, 
relief of pain and of nervous conditions, exeriuzental tumours, growth 
reactions in plants, etc. 


In the very brief synopses under the titles there is no indication 
that the effect of carbon in conjunction with permanent magnetic fields 
has been explored. But once the basic fact of the curative values of 
such fields has been established (as now seems indisputable), the way 
is cleared for a thorough study of the adjuvant effects of the carbon 
contact, It seems probable that all the effects notes as resulting 
from fixed magnetic fields alone, will be accelerated or enhanced 
when carbon is brought into the magnetic circuit. 


A great deal of more remotely relevant material is to be noted in 
the remarkable development of radiesthesia, particularly in Europe, 
in the expanding studies of the nature of the aura and the etheric body 
and in the whole field of medical electronics.

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MAN, THE BIO-MAGNETIC ANIMAL -

A New York City gynecologist and cytologist, Dr. K. E. Maclean, is the first M.D. 
to use an electromagnetic activator in the treatment of advanced cases of cancer. So 
far, although he has confined his treatment strictly to those cases which are consid- 
ered “hopeless,” the results have been remarkable. 


"Cancer cannot exist," MacLean claims, “in a strong magnetic field." The interest- 
ing side-effect of repeated exposures to magnetism, on human beings aside from its bene- 
ficial effect as a cancer treatment, is the restoration of pigmentation in the hair of 
many of his patients ==- in most cases from a silvery white to its former natural color.

His discovery could revolutionize the present concept of the aging process. For 
the first time, Einstein's energy-mass equation has been applied to the practice of 
medicine.

"VITIC", THE PHYSIOLOGICAL EFFECTS OF CARBON AND MAGNET Ea 


The helpful affects of magnets and magnetic fields was one of Méade 
Laynets earliest concerns in the borderland field. His first article on 
Lt was in Round Robin, Vol, 1, No, 3, This was later incorporated into 
a brochure with other material on this fascinating therapeutic ‘subject, ` 
and with significant observations by the Inner Circle, in a BSRA brochure 
titled "Vitic",. This is now BSRA No. 11 in our publication list and 
sells for 50£, Meade learned about Vitic in reading Brian Brown's "The 
Dynamic Power of the Inner Mind", Doubleday, Page, N,Y., 1924, and Brown 
in turn picked up most of his information from A.E, Baines? "The Origin 
and Problem of Life", published in 1921 in London by Routledge & Sons 
and in New York by E.P, Dutton. 


Baines was concerned with the aging process in man and especially 
"the gradual failure of generation of nerve force", He was an Egyptolo 
gist, too, and often visited that section of the British Museum. ; 


"In the bygone days of Egypt's greatness," Baines writes, "scienti- 
fic attainment was confined, or almost confined, to the priestly commun- 
ities, and they kept it from the outer and unlearned world under the 
veil of an elaborate symbolism. Even then it appears likely that the 
search for the Elixir of Life had begun. . . When, therefore, I noticed 
that a statue of one of the priests was shown holding a cylinder in each 
hand, my curiosity was aroused and I determined upon investigation, That 
the reigning Pharaoh was similarly equipped merely suggested reasonable 
concession on the part of the priesthood, and in no way negatived the 
supposition that the cylinders or short rods had some purpose or func- 
tion of an important nature. , .

"In an article in 'The Practitioner’, in June 1914, Dr. J. Horne 
Wilson wrote of this discovery of mine: tIn this connection (nerve deaf-

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‘a magnet, has a most remarkable effect on the body deflections,. If held 
in the right hand it produces an off-scale positive deflection, and an 
 off-scale negative if held in the left hand.

FROM COUNT WALEWSKI?'S "CAUCASIAN YOGA" 


Associate Margaret Meehan kindly furnished us with these appropri- 
ate and significant quotes from the Count?s rare manuscript. She was

"TX L ARCANE. Recharging nervous energy. A way used in ancient 
Egypt for strengthening of currents of energy within the body. It was 
shown in the figures, using the second Master Arcane exercise. Two ~ 
rods clasped in the hands of standing figures, were the grips of tremen~ 
dous power, akin to electricity (secondary electricity), which when the 
grips were held in the hand released this energy into the body, to be 
stored in unipolar ganglias, and spinal fluid, raising the potential of 
energy 100%, and lasting for a day and a night, 24 hours. 


"The rods were two in number and of different compositions, One 
generally to be used in the right, another in the left hand, One having 
the power of the Sun, another the power of the Moon, 

"The Sun rod of Power is composed of hard coal (carbon) specially ~ 
hardened, in which the structure of the molecules is changed the way the 
molecules of iron are changed when converting iron into magness, (To 
convert tron into magness, the structure of iron molecules is changed- 
by re-crystallization process, hardening, then it will retain the mag- 
netism,) The process of hardening is heating to high temperature and 
then instantly cooling by submerging in water. (The rods of hard coal 
prepared for the electric arc lamps are excelent as Sun rods of Power.) 


"The hardened rod of coal can be inserted in a copper tube, with 
both ends open or closed. (Length of rod six inches, diameter one inch 
or according to the grip of the hand.) 

"The Moon rod of Power is composed of hard lode stone, or pressed 
lode stone, (it may also be a rod of magnetized hard iron or steel ~- 
magness, The Moon rod of Power can be inserted in a zinc or tin tube 
with both ends open or closed.

The editor?s preface states: "Count Stefan Colonna Walewski's outer 
‘life was that of a well-known collector and dealer in oriental art and 
antiquities and in anthropological curios, His shop, Esoterica, was 
not only a famous New York connoisseurs! landmark but the gateway of 
another world, in which magick, demons and talismans were as real as 
subways and neon signs, The Count firmly believed that he attracted + 
these strange objects to him by a sort of higher magnetism of which he 
knew the workings; and his unrivalled collection seemed to prove his 
point. i 


"Few knew, however, that behind Count Walewski's constant kindnes- 
ses to his fellow man and his expert knowledge -~ the two main facets 
of his external life -- there lay an intense inner life and search for 
life's most hidden secrets.

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HOW TO MAKE THE "VITIC" DEVICE 


The drawing on the preceding page is pretty much self-explanatory 
to the handyman, Your director put one together out of scrap parts in. 
a couple of hours, The Sun Rod of hard carbon is not shown in the ` 
drawing as this is separate, though I found it handy to make a wooden 
trough across the front end of the wooden base to hold the carbon when 
not in use. Then the unit is all together. 


If you have any ideas about obtaining 3600 gauss magnets for this 
device, better forget fem for the tzme being. We priced a 3600 gauss 
Alnico magnet at a Los ángeles magnet company, It was over $500! The. 
Mesmer design suggests that the magnets be strong enough to pick up at 
least 2j lbs. We settled on a pafr that cost wholesale about $9 each. 


It may be that Ahnico is the modern version of the ancient Auri- 
chalcum ~- or blend of metals suggested in the Walewski manuscript. 
Alñico is made up of certain combinations of Aluminum, NickIe and Cobalt 
These metals by themsélves are non-magnetic, but just before World War 
IT some genius discovered that these three metals, mixed together in 
powdered form, could be highly magnetized while in a molten stare? And 
the magnetic field is permanent; it doesn't lose strength as does an 
ordinary iron bar or horseshoe magnet, This is why we recommend using 
Alnico magnets in our Vitic and they are the most expensive item, 


Graphite is a harder form of carbon and may be more efficient than 
carbon in this specifico application of building up a quick charge of 
"mana" or vitality in thé body, Welding shops have carbon and graphite 
rods, also motion picture supply houses -- the carbon arc rods for the 
projection machines. Añ inch in diameter, or 3/4 in., about six inches 
long is a good hand size. 

» 


Remember, this is borderland research and no standards or signifi- 
cant body of data has been established yet, You are on your own, just 
as with the Multi-Wave Oscillator of Lakhovsky. The best part about 
Vitic, though, is that it produces no interference with radio, TV or 
vther electronic equipment. This is a higher or different order of 
energy, electronic in nature but impossible to capture and measure with 
Standard equipment, 


We used pine boards for our base and stand, and chose Alnico mag- 
nets with holes drilled or cast at the top of the curve, as shown in 
the drawing. This made it easy to mount the magnets and it also allows 
them to be swiveled around to any sctting for experimental purposes, 
The distance between the magnets and the wire loop around the Moon rod 
are all speculative. We know these approximations are good enough for 
& beginning because the dozens of people tried on it so far have almost 
without exception felt an increase in nerve energy within à minute or 
two. 


Mesmer's design called for a perfect circle of bare copper wire, 
#12 gauge or larger, with a quarter inch gap at the top. My immediate 
reaction to this was an attempt to produce a one-loop coil, similar to 
the Lakhovsky belt, and for the same purpose, to set up oscillations in 
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the magnetic field. The need for oscillating or pulsed current in body 
chemistry was established 40 years ago by Dr. Abrams. So we use heavy 
insulated copper wire and overlap it about an inch, thus creating a 
true coil. It doesn't really matter if the wire is steel or copper, 
bare or insulated, but if the ends touch and are uninsulated, this | 
Shorts out the coil and makes it useless. 


THE MOON ROD 


Walewski's instructions call for an iron rod covered with copper, 
This combination isn't likely to be commercial available, at least it 
wasn't at the steel supply companies in Los Angeles. They suggested e 
having steel rod copper plated, which doesn't come cheap. 3/4 in. cold- 
rolled steel rod can be purchased at machine shops and hardware stores, 
also copper tubing large enough to slide the rod in. Another way is 
to paint the steel rod with a couple of coats of copper or bronze paint. 
This is what I've done. Mesmer also suggested copper-covered iron rod. 


HOW TO USE "VITIC'" 


Individual human needs are so different and varied that no predic- 
tions or authoritative instructions as to most effective use can be 
given. Some people are in such a condition or are so sensitive to this 
magnetic-carbon energy that they react to it as soon as they are in 
circuit. At the Labor Day convention one woman was on crutches because 
of a leg injury from an automobile accident, Her right knee was in 
pain. She told us that as soon as she put her hand on the Moon Rod of 
Heather Buckleyts gadget, the pain in her knee disappeared. The pain 
returned soon after she took her hand off, Heather didn't have the 
Sun Rod of carbon to complete the circuit, even, or it probably would 
have been more effective,

It is most likely that you should sit or lay in as relaxed a con- 
dition as possible while in circuit, If nothing else, youtll be more 
aware of the subtle energy as it flows in through your hands and wrists. 
Sit comfortably on a sofa with the magnet stand close beside you so 
one hand can rest comfortably on the Moon Rod. Let the other hand lay 
on your lap or thigh with the Sun Rod held loosely  -- so there is as 
little tension. as possible. Take your mind off of what you are doing 
by watching TV, talking to friends or reading. If you were tired be- 
fore getting in circuit, after a few moments you'll realize that much 
of the tiredness seems magically gone. This has been my experience 
and that of others. So Vitic does seem to be a ready, potent and in- 
exhaustible source of vitality or mana. 


This nerve energy derived from magnet and carbon seems to be a 
balancing force. A BSRAssociate with years of experience in radionics 
built one of these Vitics and experimented on friends. He took readings 
on them and discovered various chronic conditiuns, To his surprise, 
when he put each subject in circuit with Vitic the condition seemingly 
disappeared?

A MACHINE OR CONTRAPTION

MESMER DESIGN FOR VITIC 


"The mounting board preferably of oak wood, two horseshoe magnets 
of sufficient strength to lift 24 lbs., the wire loop of #12 oopper 
wire or heavier, the steel rod in the center is 3/4 in. in diameter. 
Magnets are to be placed in slots so they can be moved toward or away 
from the steel rod. They should also be pivoted so the North and South 
poles can be set so as to attract or repel, as indicated by the polarit 
of the receiver or subject.. Distance of the magnets from the steel rod 
.to be adjusted for greatest benefit to receiver, It is suggested 
-that the birthstone of the receiver be attached to the end of the steel 
‘rod with putty or clay. Experiment will show best results." 


Mesmer gave no dimensions for his design. The size of the mount- 
ing board will be determined to some extent by the size of the pair of 
horseshoe magnets used, Perhaps these should be bought first. There- 
are several obvious differences here from the design given in the Oct- 
ober Journal, There. is no break or overlapping in the copper vire loop 
shown above but we feel this is essential for the pulsed or oscillating 
effect of a wire coil, a basic electronic device, We believe the Lakh- 
ovsky circuit will give the multiple magnetic field rhythmic oscilla- 
tions which make it much more effective than a simple magnet. Because 
it is alternating, from positive to negative and back again, millions 
of times a second, it doesn’t matter which hand holds the steel rod, 

I believe this is an aiternating current circuit of magnetic energy. 


In the abcve material there is no hint by Dr. Mesmer of the need 
for a carbon rod to complete or augment the circuit, Either he didn't 
know about it, or felt that it was not important, We believe that the 
use of a carbon rod for the other hand is highly important and do use 
it. Both the Sun and the Moon are important to life on this earth, and 
in this body! WNeithér is it suggested that the steel rod be covered 
with copper or some other diamagnetic material. This covering probably 
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helps to contain the charge in the steel. 


You will note that Mesmer's wire loop is outside the magnets, 
rather than inside them as in our design, Which arrangement is most ~r 
effective remains to be proven and we'll welcome the reports of Associ- 
ates who take part in Project Vitic, We know our design works. Five 
minutes in circuit with carbon and magnetically charged rod gives the 
nerves a charge of mana which lasts for hours.

. Meade Layne's introduction to Part V of BSRA publication //14, "The 
Cameron Aurameter": "The objective evidence for the existence of Vitic 
energy or force consists in the fact that normal galvanometric readings 
are greatly increased by holding the permanent magnet and the carbon 
stick (the pair) for a few minutes,  Explicitly, if the experimenter 
puts the thumb or forefinger of each hand on a terminal of an Edison 
galvanometer, there will be anormal deflection of say four points. If 
then he holds "the pair" for a few minutes, one in each hand, and after .

Carbon rod is bought from Victor Welding Equip- 
ment Co., 3821 S, Santa Fe, Vernon, Calif,, 1 in. diameter and a foot 
long for 96$. We buy our 3/4 in. iron rod (cold rolled steel) from 
the lecal hardware storc, 36 in, for 52,15, and hacksaw into 9 in, 
lengths, Your hardware store or electric shop should also have the 
heavy, white insulated #12 copper wire for the Lakhovsky loop, We form 
our loops around an old-style, 1 1b. coffee can. A copper covering on 
the iron Moon rod may be more affective than the coating of bronze 
paint we give it, but our Vitic device is so effective in charging the 
body with Mana or vitality in two or three minutes that we see no need 
to change our design at present, 


Associate A, Goeke of Redmond, Washington writes to say that he 
has been using Sears-iKoebuck "Grafteman" magnets in his healing work, 
and these are much cheaper than the General Electric Alnico V's we are 
using. We have no way of knowing that the Sears magnets (probably cast 
in England) are as permanent or durable as the GEs but if you want us 
to make a Vitic with Sears magnets of about the same size we'll put 
one together for $25, post and tax paid, Sears magnet No. 40342, of 
1 lb, weight and 54 lbs, pulling power, 3 in. wide and 24 in, high and 
3/4 in, between poles, costs $5,45, according to Goeke, Associate 
Wing Anderson reminds us that the burnt out carbons from the arc Lights 
of 35mm motion picture projection machines, several inches long, would 
make good carbon "grounds" for the Vitic circuit. Graphite rods, a 
denser, harder form of carbon, may be even better, We used a 13 in., 
one-foot piece cf graphite rod for a ground at a recent BSRA Los Angeles 
Worskhop gathering, 12 of us sat in a circle, all holding hands but 
two, thus forming a Lakhovsky open loop or circuit, These two were the 
contacts for a Vitic, carbon-magnet circuit, One held the graphite Sun 
rod in his free right hand, The other held the magnetic Moon rod in 
his free left hand, The irresistible surges of energy racing around 
the circuit could be easily felt by all.

The prana of India is a little more complete as a concept than the 
scientific one which we have just listed. But while Huna looks upon 
mana as a basic life force which is manufactured in the organism from 
food elements which it can utilize, the Indians taught that the force 
was drawn in from the blanketing "cosmic life force", stored in the 
etheric double, with its chief center being in the breast, The word, 
Prana, is Sanskrit and means "breath", (I am quoting Powis Hoult in 
his "Dictionary of Theosophical terms.) Because prana means "breath", 
it is probable that it was so named because of the connection between 
accumulating mana and the HA Rite of breathing introduced by migrating 
kahunas, It may also be quite possible that the Sanskrit-speaking sages 


of India rejected the use of the kahunast word, "mana", because in their 


language it meant "To measure, or a measuring with the mind or by phy- 
sical means". The same word as "manas" meant "mind". . , so the word 
for "breath" was selected. 


It is interesting to compare the basic word meanings in Sanskrit 
with those in the language of the kahunas. Mana meant only "a force", 
be it ordinary physical or ordinary mental or even supernatural force, 
Jut the Polynesian word for "breath" contained the same general impli- 
cations as in Sanskrit.

GENERATING VITALITY WITH A GADGET 


You will recall that Nicola. Tesla, the electrical genius, whose P, 
A..reading shows that he was overshadowed and informed by a good spirit 
of high intelligence brought through some most valuable electrical in- 
-ventions. In a similar way, one of the 3SRA members, who is mediumistic 
recently got the help of a spirit who claims to be none other than Mes- 
mer, famous for his work with mesmerism, and a gentleman who, during 
life, depended greatly on magnets and magnetism in generating the mes- 
meric force which he used -- or thought he was using. This spirit com- 
municator gave instructions for constructing a new form of "vitic" mak- 
ing instrument, and a few evenings ago, Riley Crabb with his wife, Judy 
(whom all of you who know their work have come to look upon as a proper 
occultist in her own right), brought up a model recently built of the 
new instrument. It is rather simple and has a 6 inch circle of insulate: 
wire mounted on a board with the ends of the wire slightly overlapping. 
Coming through a hole in the board at the center of the circle and pro- 
truding four inches at right angles to the circle, is a rod of iron pain 
ted with bronze paint. From shelves above and below the edge of the 
wire circie stick out alnico magnets, one above the iron rod and one 
below, their poles set so that they would attract each other, Then 
there is a six inch rod of hard carbon about an inch thick, To use the 
outfit one stands beside the instrument, relaxes, and takes hold of the 
iron rod with the left hand while holding the carbon rod in the right, 
Not facing the wire circle, but sidewise to it. 


Our project for the evening was to test the instrument to see if it 
would increase one's natural charge of mana as measured by the pendulum, 
I measured the charge of one of the ladies present, and it caused my pen- 
dulum to swing in a normal 3 inch clockwise circle above her right palm. 
She then grasped the iron rod of the instrument with her left hand and 
held the carbon in her right -- for about a minute -- after which time 
she let go the instrument and I tested again with my pendulum, this time 
finding that it increased the size of its circle to almost double, indi- 
cating a much greater mana charge, provided my low self was measuring 
mana and reporting it, This was most convincing and exciting. I then 
tested my own charge and took my turn on the instrument, finding my nor- 
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mal charge also decidedly increased, Following that I tried accumula- 
ting mana in the regular way with a few deeper breaths, and again testec 
and found the charge large. With this large charge on board, I turned 
and stood facing the wire circle of the instrument, its iron rod aimed 
at my solar plexus. In a moment the charge vanished and measured well 
below my normal, leaving me to wonder what had become of it. 


I next tested with the pendulum to see what might be registered at 
different points on the instrument, and found that just beyond the plane 
of the magnets, and testing at a position facing the wire circle, I got 
at the right of the circle a strong clookwise pendulum swing. At the 
left, I got a stmilar swing but counterclockwise, At the top of the 
circle the pendulum swung back and forth between my body and the wire, 
while at the bottom the swing changed to a sídewise swing. In front 
of the iron rod and over the carbon stick lying on the lower shelf of 
the instrument, the pendulum made no movement and I judged that at those 
points things were negative.

HRA Ann Ober, of California writes: "I have been breathing experi- 


mentally to see if four breaths are superior ór not to previous methods 
of accumulating mana which I have tried.

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EXPERIMENTS. VITH TH CARBON. ROD AN AND M MAGNET 
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' I was experimenting with magnets before I ever heard of Vitic, but 
since adding the carbon rod I get better results.

covering was cracking and bleeding. He had lost 28 lbs. in weight. It 
was a horrible sight. : 


In this experiment I had him hold the carbon in hís hand and lay o: 
his side, with the back of his leg toward me. Using Sears-Roebuck'!s 
largest (56 lb, pull) magnet as. a pendulum on a six-inch string, I let 
it gyrate close to the shingled leg, then backed directly away from him 
until it stopped, then stepped forward again and so on until the entire 
aura had been re-magnetized, The subject could feel every swing of the 
magnet, in the hand holding the carbon, even though I was at times six 
feet away from him, He was convinced he would have lost use of the leg 
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permanently had I not offered to experiment on him, The foot on that 
shingled leg was numb. He got immediate relief from the first experi- 
ment and has been making steady progress.

There is nothing in the Universe but electricity because everythin:

Next, I place the photo of the person or subject against the posi- 
tive end of the carbon rod. Now with the left on the magnet, about 
12 inches away from the photo, and with right hand holding pendulum (it 
will be stationary) i i slowly move the magnet toward the picture, At 
about eight to nine inches the pendulum will start to rotate and the 
closer to the photo the faster the pendulum will rotate, If I take my 
left hand off the magnet the pendulum stops, so I leave my hand there 
until the pendulum stops swinging of itself, This should be taken, I

When the subject is present I use the pendulum over his hand and 
check the chart, Then I have him hold the carbon rod in one hand and 
the magnet in the other for five minutes.

In another experiment I took a radiesthetic or pendulum reading on 
a photo of a subject that registered only 40, then went to 70 after ex- 
posure to Vitic, I then turned the carbon rod around and held the nega- 
tive end to the photo, The pendulum now went in the opposite direction 
and I left the magnet there until the pendulum stopped, A chart reading 
then indicated the subject's nerve force had gone down to 40 again.

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MAN, THE BIO-MAGNETIC ANIMAL

A New York City gynecologist and cytologist, Dr. K. E. Maclean, is the first M.D, 
to use an electromagnetic activator in the treatment of advanced cases of cancer. So 
far, although he has confined his treatment strictly to those cases which are consid- 
ered "hopeless," the results have been remarkable. 


"Cancer cannot exist," MacLean claims, "in a strong magnetic field." The interest- 
ing side-effect of repeated exposures to magnetism, on human beings aside from its bene- 
ficial effect as a cancer treatment, is the restoration of pigmentation in the hair of 
many of his patients —— in most cases from a silvery white to its former natural color. 


Dr. Maclean's full head of hair is dark brown; he has been exposing himself to a 
3600 Gauss magnetic field daily for about five years. He is tall and sthletic-appear- 
ing and looks to be about 45 years old. He is Sh. 


His discovery could revolutionize the present concept of the aging process. For 
the first time, Einstein's energy-mass equation has been applied to the practice of 
medicine. Maclean's application of a magnetic field seems to relieve pain from any 
cause and to help speed the human organism's return to normalcy. He has shown it to be 
equally effective in treating most kinds of arthritis, rheumatism and bursitis. After 
five years he has not discovered a single adverse side-effect from exposure to a straigh 

— line magnetic field. * 


There is evidence, however, that when the human organism is exposed to two lines 
of powerful magnetic force intersecting at right angles, the effect can be disastrous. 


Physicists and electrical engineers discovered this remarkable fact during exper- 
iments with intense magnetic fields used to energize particles in an early atomic exper- 
iment et Holyoke, Mass. According to unconfirmed reports, several technicians died as 
a result of exposure to two lines of magnetic force which were set up in X-cross fashior

From "Pendulum" June 1964: In December 1963 we sponsered Gail Woodham, 1703 Holly 
Oaks Lake Road West, Jacksonville, Fla., in a "Science Project", showing the effects of 
a common magnet on a femily of white mice. Dr. Gordon of Orlando, manufacturer of 
Electromagnetic instruments, Dr. Rowland of the Rowland Laboratories, and myself. I 
prepared the basic findings and tests outlines. We together assisted Gail, whose father 
built the necessary equipment, and assisted Gail with this very technical project, was 
very proud of Gail when in the 900 entries in The Science Project, Gail's "Magnetic 
Effects on Life" Project came in with third prize and Honors. Prior to The Duval pro- 
ject, the Chairman of The Duval County Board of Public Instruction Committee of Judges 
wrote to me asking that I serve with the other Doctors and Professors on a Committee 
of Judges.

The helpful affects of magnets and magnetic fields was one of Méade 
Laynets earliest concerns in the borderland field. His first article on 
lt was in Round Robin, Vol. 1, No. 3, This was later incorporated into | : 
a brochure with other material on this fascinating therapeutic ‘subject, ` sos 
and with significant observations by the Inner Circle, in a BSRA brochure 
titled '"Vitic", This is now BSRA No. 11 in our publication list and 
sells for 50g, Meade learned about Vitic in reading Brian Brown's "The 
Dynamic Power of the Inner Mind", Doubleday, Page, N.Y., 1924, and Brown 
in turn picked up most of his information from A.E, Baines? "The Origin 
&nd Problem of Life", published in 1921 in London by Routledge & Sons 
and in New York by E.P, Dutton.

"In an article in 'The Practitioner’, in June 1914, Dr. J. Horne 
Wilson wrote of this discovery of mine: "In this connection (nerve deaf- 
ness), I may mention that a rod of carbon, which has its molecular” con- 

Àition altered in a similar way to that of iron when it is converted into 
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'a magnet, has a/ most remarkable effect on the body deflections,, If held 
in the right hand it produces an off-scale posítive deflection, and an 
off-scale negative if held in the left hand. If held in contact with- 
the right side of the body for five or ten minutes, it makes the hánd-- 
to-hand deflections strongly positive, and has exactly the opposite ef- 
. fect if held on the left side of the body. What this force is I do not 
at present pretend to say, but it has a marked influence on the elec- 
trical condition of the body, though no direct influence upon the ter- 
minals of the galvanometer, It evidently charges the body With a force 
akin to nerve energy, as it is retained for a much longer period than’ 
electricity is. 
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BOTH STIMULANT AND SEDATIVE, THE. CARBON ROD 


"In another article, in *The Medical Times? of July 25, 1914, the 
same author wrote: 'This form of energy will raise the nerve currents 
to normal. The rod held in the right hand acts as a stimulant without 
any depressing after-effect, and in the left hand as a sedative, Under 
its stimulating influence the nervous system is generally benefited; 
mental fatigue rapidly disappears, and morbid conditions such as neuras- 
thenia, insomnia and feeble action of the heart readily yield to it. 


'""'The second cylinder shown in the left hand of An-Kheft-Ka was 
probably of minor importance and was nct of the nature of carbon, as 
that would have neutralized the charge. It was, I have little doubt, 
fashioned from 2 piece of magnetic iron ore. Magnetism applied to the 
left side of the body stimulates the heart action, but only so long as 
thé body remains within the magnetic field. The properties of magnetic 
iron ore -- and perhaps these properties ~~ were knuwn to the Chinese 
in olden times, and also to the earlier Greeks who, as likely as not, 
gained their knowledge from the Egyptians. If two rods are held, the 
carbon in the right hand and the permanent magnet in the left, the ef- 
fect is accentuated; but while the charge imparted by the carbon éndures 
for some twelve hours, that exerted by the magnet cemees to be opera- 
tive upon relinquishment, *" 


Included in the Vitic brochure are two interviews with members of 
the Inner Circle, through Mark Probert, in 1949, The Yada di Shi'ite 
affirmed that both carbon and magnat should be used, one in each hand, 
to complete the circuit, but his approval of.its use was qualified: 

"To many this use. of the carbon-magnetic mixture is good; to others it

. "The magnet is the acting force upon the celks of the body," the 
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Control continued, "and it attracts the carbon. There is an emanation 
surrounding the carbon. As long’as you do not enter into the magnetic 
field the carbon emanation has affect; but when you do come into that 
field, the emanation has a strong pull; the magnet pulls the emanation 
into the body. If you are holding an electric wire and have no ground, 
it does not make a complete circuit; so, the carbon is the ‘ground?’ for 
the magnetic current.

FROM COUNT WALEWSKI*S "CAUCASIAN YOGA" 


Associate Margaret Meehan kindly furnished us with these appropri- 
ate and significant quotes from the Count's rare manuscript. She was 
moved to offer this. to us after lecturer and Associate Heather Buckley 
brought an improved version of a magnetic converter to the Science Fair 
at the Harmony Grove Labor Day Convention, More about that later. Righ 
now let's see what Count Walewski has to say about Vitic. P 


"YX L ARCANE. Recharging nervous energy. A way used in ancient 
Egypt for strengthening of currents of energy within the body. It was 
shown in the figures, using the second Master Arcane exercise. Two ~ 
rods clasped in the hands of standing figures, were the grips of tremen- 
dous power, akin to electricity (secondary electricity), which when the 
grips were held in the hand released this energy into the body, to be 
— stored in unipolar ganglias, and spinal fluid, raising the potential of 
energy 100%, and lasting for a day and a night, 24 hours. 


"The rods were two in number and of different compositions, One 
generally to be used in the right, another in the left hand, One having 
the power of the Sun, another the power of the Moon. 


"The Sun rod of Power is composed of hard coal (carbon) specially ^ 
hardened, in which the structure of the molecules is changed the way the 
molecules of iron are changed when converting iron into magness. (To 
convert iron into magness, the structure of iron molecules is changed- 
by re-crystallization proces8, hardening, then it will retain the mag- 
netism,) The process of hardening is heating to high temperature and 
then instantly cooling by submerging in water. (The rods of hard coal 
prepared for the electric arc lamps are excelent as Sun rods of Power,) 


"Tue hardened rod of coal can be inserted in a copper tube, with 
both ends open or closed. (Length of rod six inches, diameter one inch 
or according to the grip of the hand.) 

"The Moon rod of Power is composed of hard lode stone, or pressed 
lode stone, (it may also be a rod of magnetized hard iron or steel -- 
magness. The Moon rod of Power can be inserted in a zine or tin tube 
with both ends open or closed. (Length and diameter same as Sun rod.) 
The Moon grip or rod works as a kind of catalyst, to bring the Sun grip 

— or rod into more powerful action. 
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THE POWBR OF AURICHALCUM 


"Grips and rods of power were known and used in the most remote 
times," continues Walewski, "and secrets of preparation of them were 
known to few initiates. The mysterious metal (bronze). auricalcum has 
tremendous power, and is composed of five metals, each having a defin- 
ité color, white, black, red, blue and yellow. It is radioactive, and 
in it hides the mystery of immaculate conception.  Proportion of the 
metals is even. Then comes electron, composed of gold and silver, (40% 
gold and 60% silver), then a combination of silver 75% and zinc 25%; 
combination of copper and zinc, and also copper and tin, (Many combina- 
tions of bronze you can make figuring out planets and their relations 
and properties. Sun, gold; Moon, silver; Saturn, lead; Jupiter, tin; 
Mars, iron; Venus, copper; Mercury, mercury. Also minerals, coal, lode- 
stone, beryl, amber, tourmaline, rock crystal, hematite, etc. (Here 
text contains drawing of two figures using rods, one figure is standing 
with a rod in each hand, one is sitting in the Egyptian meditation posi- 
tion, on a chair, back erect, feet flat on floor, hands on knees, with ` 
rods on knees.

The editor's preface states: "Count Stefan Colonna Walewski's outer 
‘life was that of a well-known collector and dealer in oriental art and 
antiquities and in anthropological curios, His shop, Esoterica, was l 
not only a famous New York connoisseurs? landmark but the gateway of 
another world, in which magick, demons and talismans were as real as 
subways and neon signs, The Count firmly believed that he attracted -" 
these strange objects to him by a sort of higher magnetism of which he

"manuscript" and offered to copy out the significant portions relating 
to Vitic and send them to your editor for inclusion in thís Journal, 
Heather told us that details for thé magnetic converter or charger 
came through a medium in the Pomona area, and that it was originally 
designed by Dr. Anton Mesmer, who held clinícs in Vienna and Paris and 
published his first work on the effects of magnets on living organisms 
in 17661 However, the information through the Pomona medium did not 
include the use.of the carbon or Sun rod to complete the circuit; for 
this we can thank Meade Layne and the Inner Circle. 
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HOW TO MAKE THE "VITIC" DEVICE 


The draving on the preceding page is pretty much self-explanatory 
to the handyman, Your director put one together out of scrap parts in. 
a couple of hours, The Sun Rod of hard carbon is not shown in the ` 
drawing as this is separate, though I found it handy to make a wooden 
trough across the front end of the wooden base to hold the carbon when 
not in use. Then the unit is all together. 


If you have any ideas about obtaining 3600 gauss magnets for this 
device, better forget fem for the tzme being. We priced a 3600 gauss 
Alnico magnet at a Los Angeles magnet company, It was over $500? The 
Mesmer design suggests that the magnets be strong enough to pick up at 
least 24 lbs. We settled on a pair that cost wholesale about $9 each. 


It may be that Ahnico is the modern version of the ancient Auri- 
chalcum -- or^blend of metals suggested in the Walewski manuscript. 
Alnico is made up of certain combinations of Aluminum, NickIe and Cobalt 
These metals by themsélves are non-magnetic, but just before World War 
Il some genius discovered that these three metals, mixed together in 
powdered form, could be highly magnetized while in a molten, stacef And 
the magnetic field is permanent; it doesntt lose strength as does an 
ordinary iron bar or horseshoe magnet. This is why we recommend using 
Alnico magnets in our Vitic and they are the most expensive item, 


Graphite is a harder form of carbon and may be more efficient than 
carbon in this specific application of building up a quick charge of 
"mana" or vitality in the body., Welding shops have carbon and graphite 
rods, also motion picture supply houses -- the carbon arc rods for the 
projection machines. An inch in diameter, or 3/4 in., about six inches 
long is a good hand size. 

» 


Remember, this is borderland research and no standards or signifi- 
cant bedy of data has been established yet. You are on your own, just 
as with the Multi-Wave Cscillator of Lalshovsky. The best part about 
Vitic, though, is that it produces no interference with radio, TV or 
stier electronic equipment. This is a higher or different order of 
energy, electronic in nature but impossible to capture and measure with 
standard equipment, 


We used pine boards for our base and stand, and chose Alnico mag- 
nets with holes drilled or cast at the top of the curve, as shown in 
the drawing. This made it easy to mount the magnets and it also allows 
them to be sviveled around to any sotting for experimental purposes, 
The distance between the magnets and the wire loop around the Moon rod 
are all speculative, Ve know these approximations are good enough for 
& beginning because the dozens of people tried on it so far have ulmost 
without exception felt an increase in nerve energy within a minute or 
two. 


Mesmer's design called for a perfect circle of bare copper wire, 
#12 gauge or larger, with a quarter inch gap at the top. My immediate 
reaction to this was an attempt to produce a one-loop coil, similar to 
the Lakhovsky belt, and for the same purpose, to set up oscillations in 


the magnetic field, The need for oscillating or pulsed current in body 

chemistry was established 40 years ago by Dr. Abrams, So we use heavy 

insulated copper wire and overlap it about an inch, thus creating a 

— true coil. It doesn't really matter if the wire is steel or copper, 
bare or insulated, but if the ends touch and are uninsulated, this 
Shorts out the coil and makes it useless. : 


THE MOON ROD 


Walewski?s instructions call for an iron rod covered with copper. 
This combination isn't likely to be commercial available, at least it 
wasn’t at the steel supply companies in Los Angeles. They suggested e 
having steel rod copper plated, which doesn't come cheap. 3/4 in. cold- 
rolled steel rod can be purchased at machine shops and hardware stores, 
also copper tubing large enough to slide the rod in. Another way is 
to paint the steel rod with a couple of coats of copper or bronze paint. 
This is what I've done. Mesmer also suggested copper-covered iron rod. 


HOW TO USE "VITIC" 


Individual human needs are so different and varied that no predic- 
tions or authoritative instructions as to most effective use can be 
given. Some people are in such a condition or are so sensitive to this 
magnetic-carbon energy that they react to it as soon as they are in 
circuit. At the Labor Day convention one woman was on crutches because 
of a leg injury from an automobile accident, Her right knee was in ` 
pain. She told us that as soon as she put her hand on the Moon Rod of 
Heather Buckley's gadget, the pain in her knee disappeared. The pain 
returned soon after she took her hand off. Heather didn’t have the 

— Sun Rod of carbon to complete the circuit, even, or it probably would 
have been more effective, 

It is most likely that you should sit or lay in as relaxed a con- 
dition as possible while in circuit, If nothing else, you'll be more 
aware of the subtle energy as it flows in through your hands and wrists. 
Sit comfortably on a sofa with the magnet stand close beside you so 
one hand can rest comfortably on the Moon Rod, Let the other hand lay 
on your lap or thigh with the Sun Rod held loosely -- so there is as 
little tension'as possible, Take your mind off of what you are doing 
by watching TV, talking to friends or reading, If you were tired be- 
fore getting in circuit, after a few moments you'll realize that much 
of the tiredness seems magically gone. This has been my experience 
and that of others, So Vitic does seem to be a ready, potent and in- 
exhaustible source of vitality or mana, 


This nerve energy derived from magnet and carbon seems to be a 
balancing force. A BSRAssociate with years of experience in radionics 
built one of these Vitics and experimented on friends. He took readings 
on them and discovered various chronic conditiuns. To his surprise, 
when he put each subject in circuit with Vitic the condition seemingly 
disappeared! At least he could get no resistance to his finger on the 
rubbing plate. This meant a zero or neutral reading for that condition 
at that time;  $nd another thing, if you experiment with this before 
going to bed, dont be surprised if you get so charged up with vitality 

— you cant sleep. That was our experience the first few nights,

The fact that Dr. J. Horne Wilson, in his experiments with carbon

A hundred years ago Mesmerism was a term common to the vocabulary 
of every student of metaphysics, It “derived from this famous doctor's 
researches into the illusory land of ectoplasm, mana, prana, electro- 
magnetic nerve energy or whatever you choose to.call it.

. commission which reported unfavorably on Mesmer'!s researches. There 


is no doubt in your editor's mind that Anton Mesmer was a member of the

MESNER DESIGN FOR YITIC 


"The mounting board preferably of oak wood, two horseshoe magnets 
of sufficient strength to lift 2$ lbs., the wire loop of #12 oopper 
wire or heavier, the steel rod in the center is 3/4 in. in diameter. 
Magnets are to be placed in slots so they can be moved toward or away 
from the steel rod. They should also be pivoted so the North and South 
poles can be set so as to attract or repel, as indicated by the polarit 
of the receiver or subject.. Distance of the magnets from the steel rod 
to be adjusted for greatest benefit to receiver, It is suggested 
-that the pT eye cons of the receiver be attached to the end of the steel 
rod with putty or clay.. Experiment will show best results." 


Mesmer gave no dimensions for his design. The size of the mount- 
ing board will be determined to some extent by the size of the pair of 
horseshoe magnets used, Perhaps these should be bought first. There: 
are several obvious differences here from the design given in the Oct- 
ober Journal, There is no break or overlapping in the copper wire loop 
Shown above but we feel this is essential for the pulsed or oscillating 
effect of a wire coil, a basic electronic device. We believe the Lakh- 
ovsky circuit will give the multiple magnetic field rhythmic oscilla- 
tions which make it much more effective than a simple magnet. Because 
it is alternating, from positive to negative and back again, millions 
of times a sec ond, it doesn’t matter which hand holds the steel rod, 

I believe this is an aiternating current circuit of magnetic energy, 


In the above material there is no hint by Dr. Mesmer of the need 
for a carbon rod to complete or augment the circuit, Either he didn't 
know about it, or felt that it was not important, We believe that the 
use of a carbon rod cor atte other hand is highly important and do use 
it, Both the Sun and the Moon are important to life on this earth, and 
in this body! Weithér is it suggested that the steel rod be covered 
with copper cr some other diamagnetic material, This covering probably 
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helps to contain the charge in the steel. 


g You will note that Mesmer’s wire loop is outside the magnets, 
rather than inside them as in our design, Which arrangement is most 


ates who take part in Project Vitic. We know our design works. Five 
minutes in circuit with carbon and magnetically charged rod gives the 
nerves a charge cf mana which lasts for hours. Most people whom we've 
tested have reported favorable results. Some report no reaction what- 
ever. For these a rearrangement of the components may be necessary. 
This is why the Vitic device should be made adjustable.

Cameron Aurameter": "The objective evidence for the existence of Vitic 
energy or force consists in the fact that normal galvanometric readings 
are greatly increased by holding the permanent magnet and the carbon 

7 stick (the pair) for a few minutes, Explicitly, if the experimenter 
puts the thumb or forefinger of each hand on a terminal of an Edison 
galvanometer, there will be anormal deflection of say four points. If 
then he holds "the pair" for a few minutes, one in each hand, and after 
putting them down again tries the galvanometer, the deflection of the 
pointer will usually show an increase of three to six points. This 
effect usually persists for six to eight hours, sometimes much longer. 
The alteration in the reading is not always found, especially if the ner-

Glad to know you are interested in setting up your own research 
program on Vitic, Jack; if you have any significant results let us know 
so we can share them with the Associates. The Vitic device we used 
that night and are now selling to Associates at $30 per unit is more 
powerful than our first model, These magnets can be bought from Permag 
Pacific Corp., 6178 V, Jefferson Blvd,, Los Angeles 16, Calif. They 
are 3 in, wide, 2 in. high and weigh almost 3/4 1b. These are perman- 
. ent Alnico V magnets with a unit price of $12.90 each, The General 
Electric part No. is 5U43b. Indiana General Magnet No, is CU-508, pul- 
ling power is 48 lb. Carbon rod is bought from Victor Welding Equip- 
ment Co,, 3821 S, Santa Fe, Vernon, Calif,, 1 in. diameter and a foot 
long for 96¢. We buy our 3/4 in. iron rod (cold rolled steel) from 
the local hardware store, 26 in, for 52.15, and hacksaw into 9 in. 
lengths, Your hardware store or electric shop should also have the 
heavy, white insulated #12 copper wire for the Lakhovsky loop, We form 
our loops around an old-style, 1 1b. coffee can, A copper covering on 
the iron Moon rod may be more affective than the coating of bronze 
paint we give it, but our Vitic device is so effective in charging the 
body with Mana or vitality in two or three minutes that we see no need 
to change our design at present. 


Associate A, Coeke of Redmond, Washington writes to say that he 
has been using Sears-Koebuck "Craftsman" magnets in his healing work, 
and these are much cheaper than the General Electric Alnico V's we are 
using. We have no way of knowing that the Sears magnets (probably cast 
in England) are as permanent or durable as the GEs but if you want us 
to make a Vitic with Sears magnets of about the same size we'll put 
one together for $25, post and tax paid, Sears magnet No. 40342, of 
1 lb, weight and 54 lbs. pulling power, 3 in. wide and 24 in. high and 
3/4 in. between poles, costs $5.45, according to Goeke, Associate 
Wing Anderson reminds us that the burnt out carbons from the arc lights 
of 35mm motion picture projection machines, several inches long, would 
make good carbon "grounds" for the Vitic circuit. Graphite rods, a 
denser, harder form of carbon, may be even better, We used a 1j in., 
one-foot piece cf oii rod for a ground at a recent BSRA Los Angeles 
Worskhop gathering 12 of us sat in a circle, all holding hands but 
two, thus forming a Lakhovsky open loop or circuit. These two were the 
contacts for a Vitic, carbon-magnet circuit, One held the graphite Sun 
rod in his free right hand, The other held the magnetic Moon rod in 
his free left hand, The irresistible surges of energy racing around 
the circuit could be easily felt by all.

"Scienoe" contends that there is no such thing and has no classi- 
fication for "life force", either as a physical force or a mental one. 
As to there being a special nervous force which makes Mesmerism or Hyp- 
nosis effective. This, according to scientists, is foolishness, ‘To 
them all is suggestion, but they do not attempt to tell the difference 
between the suggestion that demonstrates its effectiveness only when 
the subject sees fit. to accept it; and the command suggestion of the 
hypnotist which his conditioned subject cannot refuse to accept and 
obey. l : 


In the matter of there being a possible "spiritual power" -- our 
High Mana -- all is vast and scientific silence. However, the Physiol- 
ogist recognizes the fact that all living things must have a form of 
life energy, regardless of what it is or how it is come by. The plant 
has to have its variety of the life force, but seems to make it with 
scant use of the oxygen in the air, The aquatic forms of life draw ox- 
ygen from water unless they rise to the surface of the water periodical. 
to breathe air -~ which is a much richer source of oxygen. 


The prana of India is a little more complete as a concept than the 
scientific one which we have just listed. But while Huna looks upon 
mana as a basic life force which is manufactured in the organism from 
food elements which it can utilize, the Indians taught that the force 
was drawn in from the blanketing "cosmic life force", stored in the 
etheric double, with its chief center being in the breast, The word, 
prana, is Sanskrit and means "breath", (I am quoting Powis Hoult in 
his "Dictionary of Theosophical terms.) 3ecause prana means "breath", 
it is probable that it was so named because of the connection between 
accumulating mana and the HA Rite of breathing introduced by migrating 
kahunas, It may also be quite possible that the Sanskrit-speaking sages 
of India rejected the use of the kahunas* word, "mana", because in their 
language it meant "To measure, or a measuring with the mind or by phy- 
sical means", The same word as "manas" meant "mind", . , so the word 
for "breath" was selected. 


It is interesting to compare the basic word meanings in Sanskrit 
with those in the language of the kahunas. Mana meant only "a force",

GENERATING VITALITY WITH A GADGET 


You will recall that Nicola Tesla, the electrical genius, whose P, 
A, reading shows that he was overshadowed and informed by a good spirit 
of high intelligence brought through some most valuable electrical in- 
ventions. In a similar way, one of the 3SKA members, who is mediumistic 
recently got the help of a spirit who claims to be none other than Mes- 
mer, famous for his work with mesmerism, and a gentleman who, during 
life, depended greatly on magnets and magnetism in generating the mes- 
meric force which he used ~-~ or thought he was using. This spirit com- 
municator gave instructions for constructing a new form of "vitic" mak- 
..ing instrument, and a few evenings ago, Riley Crabb with his wife, Judy 
(whom all of you who know their work have come to look upon as a proper 
occultist in her own right), brought up a model recently built of the 
new instrument. It is rather simple and has a 6 inch circle of ínsulate 
wire mounted on a board with the ends of the wire slightly overlapping. 
Coming through a hole in the board at the center of the circle and pro- 
truding four inches at right angles to the circle, is a rod of iron pain. 
ted with bronze paint. From shelves above and below the edge of the 
wire circie stick out alnico magnets, one above the iron rod and one 
below, their poles set so that they would attract each other, Then 
there is a six inch rod of hard carbon about an inch thick, To use the 
outfit one stands beside the instrument, relaxes, and takes hold of the 
iron rod with the left hand while holding the carbon rod in the right, 
Not facing the wire circle, but sidewise to it. 


Our project for the evening was to test the instrument to see if it 
would increase one's natural charge of mana as measured by the pendulum, 
I measured the charge of one of the ladies present, and it caused my pen- 
dulum to swing in a normal 3 inch clockwise circle above her right palm. 
She then grasped the iron rod of the instrument with her left hand and 
held the carbón in her right -- for about a minute -- after which time 
she let go the instrument and I tested again with my pendulum, this time 
finding that it increased the size of its circle to almost double, indi- 
cating a much greater mana charge, provided my low self was measuring 
mana and reporting it, This was most convincing and exciting. I then 

_ ested my own charge and took my turn on the instrument, finding my nor- 
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mal charge alzo decidedly increased, Following that I tried accumula- 
ting mana in the regular way with a few deeper breaths, and again testec 
and found the charge large. With this large charge on board, I turned 
and stood facing the wire circle of the instrument, its iron rod aimed 
at my solar plexus, In a moment the charge vanished and measured well 
below my normal, leaving me to wonder what had become of it. 


I next tested with the pendulum to see what might be registered at 
different points on the instrument, and found that just beyond the plane 
of the magnets, and testing at a position facing the vire circle, I got 
at the right of the circle a strong clockwise pendulum swing. At the 
left, I got a similar swing but counterclockwise, At the top of the 
circle the pendulum swung back and forth between my body and the wire, 
while at the bottom the swing changed to a sídewise swing. In front 
of the iron rod and over the carbon stick lying on the lower shelf of 
the instrument, the pendulum made no movement and I judged that at those 
points things were negative.

THE HA RITE 


And the four-breath rhythm matter, may I say that in my own tests 
the steady rhythm is good and fits in with what I have always done, but 
when I try to count and to think about the significance of the four 
numbers in Hawaiian, my low self forgets the job of collecting a mana 
surcharge. My tentative conclusion is that the rhythm is the important 
thing and that perhaps the breaths might well be taken in series, four 
to a set, 


HRA Ann Ober, of California writes: "I have been breathing experi- 
mentally to see if four breaths are superior ór not to previous methods 
of accumulating mana which I have tried. I have tried everything from 
taking fifteen breaths to taking only two, to see if I could establish 
some kind of a norm. I find that a posture of merely standing with my 
hands at my sides, relaxedly, before an open window, and taking four to 
six breaths is as effective as anything I have yet tried for accumula- 
tion. In addition, I find that if I hold each breath after a full in- 
halation for just a 'graceful pause', or perhaps to the count of no more 
than three, a good feeling of well-being accompanies the function which 

— may add to the amount of mana on hand. In fact, I have found thai if I

have that wilted on the vine! feeling that often happens in this hot 
weather, the above procedure will revive me promptly for another go at 
any activity I might have on tap, If I have a long Huna prayer session, 
I find that a pause to re-charge with mana in the middle of the prayer 
is often needed in spite of the precautions that I have taken beforehand, 
but the 4 to 6 breaths are as effective for me as taking more breaths 
seems to be. There seems to be an upper limit of effectiveness." (And 

I would add, perhaps to ones capacity to take and store mana in the 

aka body, mfl.) 
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FOUR-COUNT J3REATHING 


It may be that the FOUR angle on breathing is related to other thir.. 
things which we find indicated in the occult literature of past and vre- 
sent, The four directions were given much attention in ancient times, 
and the directions of up and down seem to have been reserved for heaven 
and hell. In astrology the four quarters of the year were important 
and were.well marked on the horoscopic charts, In Holy Church one cros- 
ses oneself and this again covers the four cardinal points. Add the 
circle to the cross and we may have our Yitic Instrument with its four 
different energy indications at the four sides. It is interesting to 
speculate on how much may have been discovered in ancient times and then 
forgotten -- only to be rediscovered in bits. 
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We are grateful to Mr. Long for releasing his pendulum analysis of 
Vitic, to add to our little store of knowledge about this new-old way 
of generating extra vitality; and that four-fold, rhythmic breathing 
— was an important part of the Ha Rite of the Kahunas. Here is more com- 
ment on rhythmic breathing from Sister Theresa Vandenberg, in BSRA 8-D, 
member of the Inner Circle talking through Mark Probert in San Diego:

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EXPERIMENTS WITH CARBON ROD AND MAGNET

' I was experimenting with magnets before I ever heard of Vitic, but 
since adding the carbon rod I get better results. When I attempt to 
analyze anyone I use a pendulum, to check their polarity. I sometimes 
find both sides of the body negative, or both sides positive, or rever- 
sed, or the entire body neutral.  . 


" I have proven many times that when polarity is incorrect that 

' neither blood nor nerve force flow properly. Correct the polarity and 
the effected part warms up. It goes without saying that any time blood 
flow and nerve force are less than par, metabolism is also below par 
and we start to die in that part to the degree of interference, I have 
been correcting polarity by. laying on of hands for years and could tell 
of some very interesting cases, The Multi-Wave Oscillator will also 
change polarity back to normal except where there is some local inter- 
ference, Now I find that the carbon and magnet will also do it. This 
is how I set up an experiment. ‘ 


I have the subject lie down and hold the carbon rod in his hand, 
on the side we are working on. I use one magnet on a six-inch string, 
as a pendulum.. If there is work to be done it will gyrate in a circle. 
When it does, I hold the magnet there, suspended on the string, until 
it stops gyrating. I start below the bottom of the foot, When the mag 
net stops gyrating, I move it up along the leg a foot or so. The magne 
starts spinning again. I stay there until it stops -~ and so on up the 
side of the body. If there are trouble spots the subject feels surges 
of energy in the hand holding the carbon, at each swing of the magnet, 
When that side has been covered I find that the reversed polarity has 
been corrected, This experimental procedure can be used even if the

‘My most interesting experiment was the worst case of shingles the 
doctors had ever seen in these parts, It involved the entire backside 
of one leg of a man 76 years old. The MDs had nothing to offer him but 
shots, which did no good, He could not stand on this leg and the scaly 
covering was cracking and bleeding. He had lost 28 lbs. ín weight. It 
was a horrible sight. 


In this experiment I had him hold the carbon in hís hand and lay o: 
his side, with the back of his leg toward me. Using Sears-Roebuckts 
largest (56 1b, pull) magnet as. a pendulum on a six-inch String, I let 
it gyrate close to the shingled leg, then backed directly away from him 
until it stopped, then stepped forward again and so on until the entire 
aura had been re-magnetized. The subject could feel every swing of the 
magnet, in the hand holding the carbon, even though I was at times six 
feet away from him, He was convinced he would have lost use of the leg 
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permanently had I not offered to experiment on him, The foot on that 
shingled leg was numb, He got immediate relief from the first experi- 
ment and has been making steady progress. 


EVERYTHING ELECTRICAL WAS POLARITY 


There is nothing in the Universe but electricity because everythin: 
can be reduced to electrons, protons and neutrons -- or negative, posi- 
tive and neutral electricity. Now everything electrical must have po- 
larity. The left side of the body should be negative, the right side 
positive (For right-handed people, RC) and neutral up the center; until 
we get to the eyebrows and from there up it should be positive. 


I just tried carbon and magnet on goiter for the first time. I 
laid the carbon on the goiter and placed a magnet on the opposite side 
of the subject's neck, She immediately felt great reactions in the 
goiter, 


Another experiment was made on a numb left leg. With my pendulum 
I traced the trouble to the subject's right temple. I placed the car- 
bon rod under his left foot, At eight feet out from the subject's righ- 
temple, but in his aura and holding the swinging magnet, He could feel 
a throbbing in that left foot and the numbness left his leg! 


In my own case I have been fighting off surgery on a fissure for 
25 years. Now, with carbon and magnet, I am finally making progress, 


Everything that exists has polarity. With a pendulum test the 
ends of an, ordinary pencil. I always find the writing end to be posi- 
. tive and the eraser end to be negative. Take any piece of wire. One 
end will be positive, the other negative. Now slowly go along the 
length of the wire. When a point is reached where the pendulum swings 
back and forth, instead of rotating clockwise or counter-clockwise, 
mark it and you will find it is the middle of the wire. 


Take a row in the garden, ready for planting. One end was negati- 
the other positive. Then I planted corn in hills, Checking them later 
for polarity I found every other hill positive and the ones in between 
negative! The same is true of the carbon rod. Hold the rod in the 
‘middle and your hand will span the neutral point and be part in the neg. 
ative end and part in the positive end. You will get some benefit by 
using it this way but I tested by putting the positive end against the 
trouble spot on the body and got twice the reaction as against holding 
the middle of the rod, 


PSYCHO-KINETICS, ACTION-AT-A-DISTANCE 


I have just made some T tests by radiating photos with 
carbon and magnet, It is the belief of some, including me, that one 
can direct magnetic or healing currents at the photo and the person 
pictured thereon will receive the benefit, Max Freedom Long would ex- 
plain it that the Aka thread connects the person and his photo, I be- 
lieve that. A doctor in India has treated over 600 people, all over 
the world, just through their photos sent to him. Here is a diagram of 
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the way I set up carbon rod and horseshoe magnet for exposing the sub- 
ject of a photo to the magnetic current,

First I use the pendulum over the photo and with a pencil or other 
pointer in the other hand I touch the different figures in the above 
Nerve Force Chart until the pendulum shows resonance by changing direc- 
tion, 


Next, I place the photo of the person or subject against the posi- 
tive end of the carbon rod. Now with the left on the magnet, about 
12 inches away from the photo, and with right hand holding pendulum (it 
will be stationary) i slowly move the magnet tovard the picture, At 
about eight to nine inches the pendulum will start to rotate and the 
closer to the photo the faster the pendulum will rotate, If I take my 
left hand off the magnet the pendulum stops, so I leave my hand there 
until the pendulum stops swinging of itself, This should be taken, I 
believe, as an indication that the absent treatment is complete, 


Here is the response I got on the Nerve Force Chart when checking 
myself and six others, before and after using carbon and magnet for Viti 


Before - No. l - 65, 2 - 40, 3 --45, 4 = 45, 5 - 75, 6 = 48, 7- 98 tne) 
After - No. 1- 90, 2- 70, 3 - 70, 4 - 90, 5 = 95, 6 - 80,.7 - 100 8j 


When the subject is present I use the pendulum over his hand and 
check the chart, Then I have him hold the carbon rod in one hand and 
the magnet in the other for five minutes. Then I check again. Always 
there has been an increase in nerve force. 


in another experiment I took a radiesthetic or pendulum reading on 
a photo of a subject that registered only 40, then went to 70 after ex- 
posure to Vitic. I then turned the carbon rod around and held the nega- 
tive end to the photo, The pendulum now went in the opposite direction 
and I left the magnet there until the pendulum stopped, A chart reading 
then indicated the subject's nerve force had gone down to 40 again, I 
turned the carbon rod around again and exposed the photo to the positive 
end, The nerve force reading was back up to 70, ' 


After 24 hours I went through the same routine again with the same 
seven subjects and found these changes: 


Before - No. 1 - 80, 2 - 55, 3 - 80, 4 - 80, 5 ~ 80, 6 - 55, 7 ~ 100 
After - No. 1- 95, 2 - 90, 3 - 90, 4 - 95, 5 = 95, 6 - 90, 7 - 100 


My experiments nave shown that more power is received if the mid- 
dle finger is held over the positive end of the carbon rod. 
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
